Admires British Work. 


There is no doubt, in Col. Roosevelt's 
opinion, that Great Britain has done a 
great work for civilization in extending 
its control over the Soudan. 

After luncheon the former President 
enjoyed a unique and interesting expe- 
rience. The Roosevelt family, Slatin 
Pasha, Wilson Bey, Governor of Khar- 
toum; Capt. Clayton, Prince Auersperg 
of Austria, Miss Asser, an American 
voman of distinguished appearance, 
and the wife of the Adjutant General of 
the Soudan, who was the hostess, pro- 
ceeded on the Sirdar’s yacht Elfin to

was fought. 


As the party landed on the beach a 
squadron of Soudanese cavalry, in com- 
mand of a native officer, saluted Col. 
toosévelt, who walked in front of the 
mien, inspecting their horses and rifles, 
and said a few pleasant words to their 
commander. 

Then Col. Roosevelt, his wife, his 
daughter, his son Kermit, and the oth- 
ers mounted camels.

Journey on Camelback. 


The correspondents presented a bat- | 


tery of cameras, first at Col. Roosevelt, 
and then at his wife and the others, 
of which was endured patiently. 
thé march began through the ruins of 
the northern end of Omdurman and the 
refhains of the houses destroyed by the 
British shells from across the desert. 

The “ships of the desert’’ presented 
a’ stately appearance, while the corre- 
spondents, riding donkeys, represented 
torpedo boat destroyers, the whole re- 
minding one with a bit of imagination 
of a fleet of men-of-war. Col. Roose- 
velt informed Slatin Pasha that he was 
fairly comfortable, putting the accent 
on the adjective. 


On the Omdurman Battlefield. 

After riding a mile the party came to 
the gully where the British Twenty- 
first Lancers were ambushed and 
slaughtered by the dervishes. Col. 
Roosevelt inspected the gully and then 
visited the monument, which, inclosed 
by protecting iron bars, marks the 
graves of Lieut. Grenfell and his men 
who fell there. Mrs. Roosevelt and 
Miss Ethel dismounted and walked to 
the monument, where they listened to 
an eloquent description by Capt. Clay- 
ton of the Lancers’ heroism in charg- 
ing a force of 3,000 savages with fewer 
than 400 men. 

The party continued to Gebel Sur- 
gham, the hill originally occupied by 
the British and charged by the der- 
vishes. All dismounted and ascended 
the hill afoot, stumbling oyer the bits 
of broken rock which were_ strewn 
thickly along the path. From the top 
of the hill they commanded a view of 
the entire battlefield and the spot on 
ihe Nile where Gen. Kitchener camped. 
They picked out the line of battle be- 
tween the dervishes and the British, 
and the base ground over which the lat- 
ter charged. 

Slatin Pasha, Wilson Bey, and Capt. 
Clayton all participated in the battle.

13-Year-Old Girl Had Just Taken Pas- 
teur Treatment for Rabies. 


Following a course. of treatment for 
rabies in the Pasteur Institute, in this 
city, Virginia E. Vogelius, eldest daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Louis Vogelius of 
tien Ridge, N. J., died at her home, 225 
Washington Street, there, yesterday of 
meningitis. Dr. James T. Hannan of 
Montclair will make an analysis of serum 
from the spine of the girl in an endeavor 
to decide whether the treatment had any- 
thing to do with the meningitis. 

Several weeks ago a pet spaniel which 
the family had owned for some time was 
afflicted with rabies, having been bitten 
by a rabid dog’ a few weeks previous. 
Although none of the family was bitten 
by the animal, it had licked their hands, | 
and their family physician, Dr. William 
H. White, advised that the whole fam- 
ily, Mrs. Vogelius and her six children, 
take the Pasteur treatment. 

The treatment ended two weeks ago, and 
all seemed to be getting along well until 
last Thursday, when 13-year-old Vir-) 
ginia was taken ill. On Sunday Dr. White, 
who attended the girl, called in consulta- 
tion Dr. Hannan, Dr. Alfred Sully, the 
girl’s uncle, and Dr. Shoup of New York, 
The girl did not rally under their treat- 
ment, and was unconscious most of the 
time until her death. 

Her father, who is known on the stage 
as Charles J. Warren, was filling an en-} 
gagement in Boston. He was summoned 
home on Monday, and was at his daugh-. 
ter's bedside when she passed away. She’ 
was a pupil in the eighth grade of the 
Glen Ridge Public School, and would 
have been graduated to the High School 
next June. 


MORTON IN MEXICAN RAILWAY. 


President of the Equitable Becomes. 
Vice President of Pan-American Co. 


Paul Morton, President of the Equita- 
ble Life Assurdnce Society, has been 
elected Vice President of the Pan-Amert- 
can Railroad Company, and will leave for 
Mexico City in the near future to inspect 
the Pan-American line. David E. Thomp- 
son, formerly Ambassador to Mexico, is 
President of the road, and it was learned 
last night that Mr. Morton and Mr. 
Thompson own the controlling interest 
in the Pan-American company. 

Mr. Morton’s headquarters will be in 
this city. He said last night that the 
Pan-American Railroad Company had 
been operating the road for quite a while 
and that improvements to the system are: 
now going on. The election of Mr. Mor- 
ton as Vice President of the road is not! 
expected to affect his connection with 
the Equitable in any way. 

The Pan-American Railroad operates 
& line from San Geronimo, Oaxaca, to 
Mariscal, on the Guatemalan border, and 
has a branch from Tonala to Arista. Thé 
company was incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey with a capital stock 
of $10,000,000, and in January, 1900, took, 
over the road which, up to that time, posa 
been operated by a construction eompany. 

The company receives from the Mexican 
Government a subsidy of $12,000 silver 
per kilometer, and is operated under 4 
concession of the Government for ninety- 
nire years, The road Was trackage over 
478 kilometers at present.

This is to let my friends know that I met 
my death at my own hands and not to blame 
anybody for it. My last cent is gone and 
there is nothing for me to live for. Good- 
bye. JOE. 
On a time table In the overcoat was 

written the name ‘Joe Madland.’’ No 
one of that name lives in Yonkers, and no 
such person has been reported missing. 
Yonkers is in the middle of a typhoid 
fever epidemic, resulting from an impure 
water supply, and there is a feeling that 
nothing must be left undone to determine 
whether a human body really lies at the

Peary and Cook tell the same 
stories about finding the pole, and, like 
the Siamese twins, they must live to- 
gether or die together.

WASHINGTON, March 15.—The open-

“~ Few Friends of the Bill. 

The plein fact that was made so evident 
to-day is that even among those who are 
going to. vote for the bill because of the 
Administration influence there are none 
who heartily believe in it or who desire 
to see it become law. The regulars in 


the Senate are at heart opposed to this 
kind of legislation. The Senators who 
are in favor of the principle of the thing 
are numbered among the insurgents. 

But they are against some of its provi- 
sions, and think that if they could get 
their amendments adopted they could 
improve the measure very much. Their 
amendments, however, are all alone the 
line of increasing the number and the 
length of the teeth in the bill, and there 
is no regular who will stand for that. 
Consequently the game is to let the critics 
of the measure do the talking, and when 
they have had their full say to force it to 
aa VOt@ aS nearly without answer as is 
possible. 

The opening of the fight on the bill was 
made by Senator Cummins of Iowa. He 
beg his criticism of the measure with 
an &ttack on President Taft that in its 
directness and bitterness would in itself 
make the occasion a not@ble one in the 
history of the Senate. 


Cummins Attacks Taft. 


Mr. Cummins’s attack on the Presi- 
Gent was a deliberate charge that the 
Administration bill, as it now stood, had 
been thrice rewritten and each time at 
the requést of railroad magnates, What 


these arguments were he declared neither 
himself nor the committee nor the Sen- 
ate knew, or in all probability would ever 
know. The arguments, he said, were 
made, not according to precedent be- 
fore the committee of the Senate, but 
at the White House, and that followin 

these conferences the amendments drafte 

by the Attorney General were sent to the 
committee and adopted without the 
change of a word. 

The bill, he said, throughout ig the 
President's bill, and he dictated its terms 
following requests from the railroads. 
The bill was drafted in the first place, 
said Mr. Cummins, by a special commis- 
sion selected .by the President, consist- 
ing of Attorney General Wickersham, 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor Nagel, 
and Solicitor General Bowers. By Sept. 
2 the draft was complete, and then, be- 
fore submitting it to the President, the 
bill was sent to rallroad magnates. 

Then the President took it, summoned 
railroad men to conference, and directed 
the practical rewriting of important sec- 
tions by the Attorney General. Section 
18, relating to the issue of stocks and 
bonds Mr. Cummins cited as an instance 
ef the complete rewriting of a section at 
the President’s dictation. 

‘Those who look with respect on the 
constitutional distinction between the ex- 
ecutive and legislative branches of our 
Government cannot accept quietly this 
obliteration of the dividing line,’’ declared 
Mr. Cummins. ‘‘ The President’s amend- 
ments were accepted verbatim by the 
committee, and now the Senate is ex- 
— to do the same thing. All Repub- 
icans are expected to vote for this bill 
without amendment, and only those who 
surrender their independence of thought 
will escape Executive displeasure and the 
perialty of being cast out of the part ap 

‘‘ Except for the birthmark of the Gom- 
merce , Court,’’ said Mr. Cummins later, 
‘‘the ‘original drafters of this ‘thrice- 
changed bill would never recognize it.’’

UNIONS TO YOTE ON 
STATE-WIDE STRIKE 


As Conference Fails in Philadel-

PHILADELPHIA, March 
conferences with George H. Earle have 
not resulted in any plan or suggestion 
for the settlement of the car men’s strike, 
and negotiations are therefore to be con- 
sidered ended,’’ was the official statement 
issued to-night by the General Strike 
Committee of Ten. _ 

President E. E. Greenwalt of the State 
Federation of Labor to-night issued a 
call to labor unions in all parts of the 
State to take a general strike vote and 
hold themselves ready to respond to a call 
for a State-wide sympathetic strike, which 
was authorized at the recent convention 
of the State Federation of Labor held in 
New Castle, Penn. . 

There was no change in the general 
strike situation to-day. While there were 
a number of defections in the strikers’ 
ranks, these, it was stated by the labor 
leaders, were more tnan counterbalanced 
by accessions to the.ranks of the strikers. 

The Kensington textile district remains 
practically tied up and the workers in 
this district were joined to-night by 400 
grocery clerks, most of whom were ém- 
ployed in the syndicate stores in that 
locality. 3 

The Rapid Transit Company maintains 
that its service is growing better daily. 
More cars were operated to-day than on 
any day since the strike began. There 
were a number of accidents, however, in 
one of which an unidentified woman was 
struck by a car at Sixth and Arch Streets 
and instantly killed. 

The chauffeurs failed to make a gen- 
eral response to the new call for & sym- 
pathetic strike, and many of the public 
taxicabs continued in operation. 

Officials of the transit company ex- 
pressed their displeasure at Director Earle 
for placing President Kruger in a posi- 
tion of treating with the striking motor- 
men and conductors. A representative of 
the company declared: 

‘Tf there was any chance—and there 
really appeared to be a good one yester- 
day—of clearing up this situation and 
ending this strike by to-morrow night 
it has been totally killed by the action of 
George H. Earle and Edward Lowber 
Stokes.” ; 

. William H. Shelmerdine, a member of 
the Rapid Transit Directorate, said: 

“The members of the board are very 
much displeased with Mr. Earle’s action 
in attempting to negotiate a settlement 
of the strike. Mr. Earle has placed the 
board in a very embarrassing position. 
Mr. Kruger attended the conference un- 
der ea misapprehension. Had fie under- 
stood the reason for the call to Mr. Harle's 
office, and had he known whom he was 
to meet there, he would not have gone.” 

‘*T am in favor Or peace and always 
have béen, but I have had no part in this 
latest talk of settlement,”’ said Mayor 
Reyburn to-night. 

“You could have knocked tre down 
with a feather when I picked up the pa- 
~— and saw them full of peace talk. 

am not in the least surprised con- 
cerning the billing and cooing that has 
been going on. I am not in favor of the 
bunco steerers who have come to town 
and have been misguiding and deceiving 
union men. These men have a right to 
organize for their own benefit, but I 
feel sorry that they should give them- 
selves over to leaders who are trying to 
Squeeze out of them all they can get.” 

At the conclusion to-day of the second 
meeting of Mr. Earle and the labor lead- 
ers the former said: 

‘‘Nobody’s position has been changed, 
nor is there present prospect that it will 
be. ‘This discussion, however, was cCar- 
ried on in the very best of spirit, and I 
think each side now fully appreciates the 
difficulty and the position of the other. 

“The union wanted all the men not 
only taken back, but given their former 
runs. Mr. Kruger stated as definitely as 
he could yesterday that that would in- 
volve a breach of faith with the men who 
had remained on the cars, and that the 
company would never agree to. | 

‘‘“We adjourned yesterday hoping that 
some solution could be thought out, and 
Mr. Stokes believed that he had thought 
it out, and asked us to meet again, but 
in the result his hope did not bear fruit.’ 

The labor leaders maintain that the 
men now running the cars are strike- 
breakers and that the percentage cf men 
loyal to the company is merely nominal. 

W. D. Mahon, President of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street and Electric 
Railway Employes, who represented the 
car men at to-day’s conference, it is said, 
irsisted upon the acceptance back as em- 
ployes of all the striking car men. Then, 
if charges are brought against any num- 
ber of these for any cause whatsoever, @ 
committee from the car men’s union or a 
business delegate of the International 
Union will consider them and take them 
up with the company officials.

Better Living Conditions, Too, Com- 
mittee Representing 3,000 En- 
gineers, Tells Manager.

CINCINNATI, March 15.—Eight men, 
representing in all more than. 3,000 en- 
gineers’ on the Big Four Railroad, came 
here late this afternoon and informed 
General Manager J. Q@. Van Winkle. of 
that road that they wished higher wages 
and better working conditions. It was 
the General’: Committee from the Brother- 
hood of Railway Engineers, headed by 

Chairman E: E. James of Cleveland. 

They said very little, according to what 
could be learned, but told Mr. Van Winkle 
that they must have more money and 
conditions of work which will enable them 
to have more time at home and hours 
a little more regular than they have been 
having. Mr. James later told the news- 
paper. men that the engineers had said 
nothing about a strike, and that since the 
subject had just been put to the road 
officials he could not say what will be 
done. 

‘For many years our working condi- 
tions have been in a bad shape,”’ said 
Chairman James. ‘‘Within the past 
eighteen months living expenses have 


gone up tremendously, so that we will 
have to have at least 10 per cent. more 
if we desire to live comfortably. We told 
Mr. Van Winkle this and he is consid- 
ering the request now, which will later be 
considered by other officials of the road. 
The strike in the West has nothing to do 
with our coming here, and we will not be 
guided by anything done there.” 


NEW HAVEN STRIKE POLL. 





Trainmen Leaders, Not Liking Com- 
pany’s Terms,Order Vote on Walk Out 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, March 15.—Officials of 
the Brotherhood of Conductors, Engine- 
men, Trainmen and Yardmen to-day 
agreed to order a poll of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad sys- 
tem, and to-night completed plans for the 
vote to begin to-morrow, granting them 
power to arbitrarily call a strike, because 
the rdfroad has declined to grant most 
of their demands for revised wage and 
time schedules. 

In case the vote is favorable, they will 
probably call a general strike next week 
of the union employes belonging to the 
four brotherhoods on the railroad sys- 
tem if they decide to do so at all. The 
decision to order a strike poll was made 
after the brotherhood officials to-day dis- 
cussed in detail the response made by 
General Manager Higgins to their de- 
mands. The Grievance Committees tried 
to find President Mellen, to make a final 
appeal to him, but he had gone to Provi- 
dence, and word was sent to them at the 
railroad headquarters that it would be 
impossible for them to see him for sev- 


eral days. The strike poll was then im- 
mediately decided upon. It is planned to 
have the polls close Saturday and the 
votes counted here Monday. The result 
will be announced Tuesday to the railroad 
officials.

employes’ viewpoint: 

March the 14th.—General 
gins gave the committee representing the 
conductors, trainmen, and vardmen on the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
roaG a tentative proposition in answer to 
the request filed by the men Jan. 3 for in- 
creased compensation and better working 
rules. The offer is in effect a ten-hour day 
instead of eleven hours, as now in freight 
service; to change the basis of overtime to 
passenger men from a flat eleven-hour day 
to a speed basis per mile, the result of which 
would be quite a saving to the company in 
passenger overtime. The proposition also 
involves abolishing all the eight-hour yards 
and putting them on a ten-hour basis, and 
then gives all yardmen a slight increase per 
day, but which would cause men now work- 
ing in eight-hour yards to receive from 2 to 
2144 cents per hour iess than they Row re- 
ceive. No increase in rates of pay was 
offered to men in road service. 

The committee was given to understand 
that all the offer was to be accepted or 
nothing and that {t would be withdrawn 
unless accepted in its entirety. The com- 
mittee by unanimous vote declined to ac- 
cept the proposition. The entire subject 
matter has been referred to the conductors 
trainmen, and yardmen of the system for 
them to decide whether or not they will 
leave the service, provided a _ settlement 
satisfactory to the committee cannot be 
obtained. 

An effort was made to see President Mel- 
len. He could not be seen personally until 
the 18th. In consideration of the delay al- 
ready met with the committee declined to 
wait further and the men will begin to vote 
to-night.

Litigation Affecting the Claim Was 
Pending When He Was Retained— 
Defense Attacks Witness Moe. —

ALBANY, March 15.—Senator Jotham P. 
Allds of Chenango, on ‘trial before the 
Senate on a $1,900 bribery charge pre- 
ferred by Senator Benn Conger, left the 
witness stand to-day. his cross-examina- 
tion completed, after James W. Osborne, 
counsel for Senator Conger, had drawn 


from him some significant admissions with 
reference to a cash deposit of $4,200 made 
by the accused Senator on May 29 last 
year. 2 

Martin W. Littleton of counsel for Sen- 
ator Allds objected at every step, and at 
one stage of ‘the proceedings Senator 
Allds himself appealed to Senator Davis 
of Erie, the presiding officer, and. hig 
brother Senators for he oang se against 
the gruelling to which he was being sub- 
jected by Mr. Osborne. As a result of the 
cross-examination regarding the origin 
of this large sum of money, deposited in 
bills, Mr. Alids was compelied to make 
these admissions: ¥ 

That the $4,200 was pert of a fee of 
from $6,000 to $7,000 which Senator Allds 
received as counsel for The Argus Pub- 
lishing Company in a suit brought against 
the State of New York in the Court of 
Claims for the recowery: of $34,705 for 
State Printing. 

That the name of Senator Allds did not 
appear anywhere in the record of the 
case as aitorney, nor did he at any time 
appear in court, the suit being settled by 
a “pro confesso,’’ resulting in a com- 
promise. 

That Senator Allds received “his fee in 
cash instead of a check, that he gave no 
receipt, and that as far as he knew 
there was not a line in writing to show 
that he had been connected with the case 
or why he got the money. 

That at this time there was legislation 
pending before the Senate which had a 
vital bearing on The Argus Company's 
claim, and that Senator Allds had sug: 
gested to his associate counsel that he 
do something f0 have such legislation 
passed. 

That the attorney of record in The 
Argus Company suit was George E. T. 
Kely, who was a member of the As- 
sembly Committee on Rules in 1901, the 
year when the highway bill Senator Con- 
ger swore he paid Allds $1,000 to help de- 
feat, was killed there. 


An Attack on Moe. 


After Senator Allds had left the wit- 
ness stani his place was taken by Albert 


H. Hamilton of Auburn, who described 
himself as a ‘* chemist-micoscropist,"’ and 
qualified as a handwriting expert. Mr. 
Hamilton testified that acids had been 


the $6,500 check, with the proceeds of 
which Hiram G. Moe of Groton has 
sworn that ne bribed three legislators, 
including Senator Allds, on the last day 
of the 1901 session. 

The handwriting expert also testified 
that changes had been made in the draft 
bought account of the First National 
Bank in Groton, which contains the rec- 
ord of the transaction testified to bv 
“ Hi’’ Moe, who said he received two 
$3,000 drafts on New York and $300 in 
cash when he deposited Frank Conger’s 
check for $6, ‘ 

The expert testified that the amount re- 
corded on the stub had been raised from 
$6,000 to $6,500, and that the words “ Al- 
hany matter,’ which were made so much 
of by Mr. Osborne whet “ Hi’’ Moe was 
on the stand, had been written in with 
different ink and. within the last six 
months. 

Counsel for Senator Allds hope to prove 
to the satisfaction’ of the Senate that 
these words were written after Senator 
net brought his charge against their 
client, 


Allds Forced to Answer. 


The sixth week of the bribery investi- 
gation before the Senate opened with the 


hearing to-day. Senator Allds was sum- 
moned to the stand at once by Mr. Os- 
borne. There was a decided falling off 
in the number of spectators in the Senate 
galleries and in the reserved spaces in 
the Senate Chamber. 

It was not long before Mr. 
called the attention of Senator Allds to 
the forty-two-hundred-dollar deposit. 

‘From whom did you get these bills? ’’ 
asked Mr. Osborne. 

‘The committee will recall that this 
question was asked two or three days 
ago and that it was answered by my client 
so far as to state that it was the pro- 
ceeds of a-fee for private litigation,”’ said 
Mr. Littleton for Senator Allds. ‘I thinx 
there should be sume limitations to this 
inquiry, and I object to this question.”’ 

Mr. Littleton added that he had told 
Mr. Osborne all about the case and direct- 
ed him to a person who could verify all 
he had said, and that it was manifestly 
improper that the matter be gone into 
any further, 

“That statement

is net correct,” re- 
torted Mr. Osborne. ‘‘ Any statement he 
has made to me has not been verified 
by the other side. On the contrary, | 
went through these records myself and 
could find no evidence that Senator Allds 
ugures in that particular lawsuit.’’

Mr. Allds did not recolleet the amount 
of the claim or how much was recovered, 
not even within $10,000. He knew that 
the recovery took place some time last 
Spring. 

“Were you in court when the judgment 
was rendered?’’ asked Mr. Osborne. 

““T could not swear positively,” said 
the witness. ' 

** Did you leok up a single law book in 
reference to the case?’’ ‘ 

‘** Yes, Sir, a series of decisions of the 
Court of Appeals with reference to the 
jurisdiction of the Court of Claims.’’ 

‘Tell me one,’’ shouted Mr. Osborne. 

Here again Mr. Littleton objected on the 
ground that it was immaterial, as Senator 
Allds was not on trial for having tried 
that case well or badly. 

“Do I have to answer that proposi- 
tion”’ retorted Mr. . Osborne. ‘‘If you 
want to know what I am driving at, I 
claim that this money. was not given 
to him because he was a lawyer at all.

The witness finally was .compelled to 
answer and gave two cases he. had 
studied.

Then Mr. Osborne asked the witness 
when he had been retained. Senator 
Allds said he could not. say; could not 


fix it even within three years. 

“You mean to.say that yeu cannot 
tell this Senate what time you were re- 
tained in a lawsuit which netted you 
such.a fee as this?’’ 

“With the lapse of time I have given 
vou the best information I could,’’ said 
the witness.

ing of bills the passage of which he rec- 
ommended, and then referred to the many 
messages from Mr. Taft, nearly all of 
which ended wih the announcement that 
a bill on the subject had been prepared 
by the Attorney Gerreral and was subject 
to the call of the appropriate committee.

But I do speak with the greatest serious- 
ness of the loss of responsibility arising 
when the, bills come in full from another 
source with the simple request that they 
be passed intact by this body.’’ 


Cummins’s Objections to It. 


After reciting the history of the bill at 
the hands of the special commission and 


in committee, in which he asserted that it 
had been changed at Attorney General 
Wickersham’s suggestion, so as to omit 
ogee provision that the jurisdiction of 
the proposed Court of Commerce should 
be no greater or different than that of 
the Circuit Courts at present. Mr. Cum- 
mins took up the detailed discussion of 
the provisions of the bill. His speech 
will probably last three days, and to-day 
he touched on only two of his objections 
to the measure. 

First, he opposed entirely the institu- 
tion of the Court of Commerce as un- 
necessary and expensive. He asserted 
that not to exceed seven or eight cases 
a year would come before the court, and 
that the cost would not be much short of 

00,000 per annum. He also argued that 
any court created for the trial of rail- 
road cases alone would be unwise, be- 
cause of the influences that would sur- 
round the selection of members of the 
court, and because of ‘‘the tremendous 
power of the railroads.’’ 

Mr. Cummins also pointed out the possi- 
bility of an enlargement of the jurisdic- 
tion of the proposed court over that now 
exercised by the United States Circuit 
Courts. He thought the jurisdiction 
should be made as specific as possible, 


Where It Hits the Shippers. 


Second, the Senator attacked as ‘*‘ more 
serious and disastrous than any of these 
objections, the blow dealt the shipper in 
the bill’’ by the section prohibiting the 
complaining shipper from being repre- 
sented by counsel in conjunction with the 


Department of Justice in cases before the 
Court of Commerce. 

Such a course, he contended, would 
have the effect of giving the Department 
of Justice the power of secret review, 
from which there could be no appeal or 
redress. This course, he thought, must 
necessarily destroy the effectiveness of 
the law. 

Mr. Elkins defended the provision for 
the utilization of the services of the At- 
torney General, but he was antagonized 
by Senator Bailey. who said that if the 
provision were retained the _ railroads 
would be more interested in the selection 
of an Attorney General than of the Presi- 
dent himself. 

Senator Bailey declared that he for one 
did not care what the Republicans did 
with the bill so they did not pass it.

Bailey is far from having the solid sup- 
pert of «he minority, but his declaration 
against the measure means that there 
will be quite a number of Democrats who 
will also oppose the measure on the final 
vote.

House Amends Townsend Bill, 


Two vital amendments to the Townsend 
bill were adopied by the House Committee 
on Inter-State Commerce to-day.

road or water carrier line which is di- 
recily and substantially competitive, and 
alsu forbid the acquirement by one com- 
mon carrier of the stock of a competing 
railroad or water carrier where any suit 
is now pending under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. The amendments also prohibit 
the same person from acting as an of- 
ficer or director of. two. railroad come 
panies which are directly .anq subsitan- 
tially competitive. .,.-.5 .., ) 

“The amendments to Section 14. agreed 
to by the committéé, provide that in case 
of the reorganisation of any insolvent 
railroad corporation or im the case'of a 
merger of any non-competitive railroad 
lines, there shall not be issued stock in 
excess of the value of the recognized or 
merged compani¢és Im excess of the fair 
estimated value of the property of the 
reorganized or merged corporations as as- 
certained bythe Inter-State Commerce 
Commission.”’

NO CONFLICT WITH-STATES 





In No Way Infringes on Their Power 
to Authorize Corporations, Gov- 
ernment Contends. 





WASHINGTON, March 15.—The Gov- 
ernment’s defense of the constitutionality 
of the corporation tax provision of the 
new tariff law was submitted to-day in 
printed form to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. It is the work of Lloyd 
W. Bowers, Solicitor General, but bears 
also the signature of his chief, Attorney 
General Wickersham. Upon it the Gov- 
ernment will shape its oral defense of the! 
law when the corporation tax cases come 
up for argument, probably on Thursday. 

The first point sought to be made is that 
the tax is not a direct tax upon prop- 
erty, but is an excise tax upon “the car- 
rying on or doing business.’ The decilara- 
tions of the statute, as well as decisions 


of the courts, are relied upon to support 
this point. 

As to the statute, Mr. Bowers says in 

his brief that it shows the transaction of 
business to be the subject of the tax, and‘ 
that the income of business is used mere- 
ly as measuring the amount of tax, 
‘which restg not. upon that income, but | 
u ~ the oceclpation from which it is de- 
rived.°’ 
These reasons, together with the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the 
Spreckels case, which the Solicitor Gen- 
eral explains as holding that .a tax de- 
clared fn the statute to be Jaid on business 
in an amount. eqyivalent to a certain per- 
centage of income is an excise tax on 
the business, are taken by him ag suffi- 
cient to: show that the corporation tax 
is an excise on the transaction of busi- 
ness. 

However, he proceeds to cite cases to 
prove that although the tax were laid on 
the income of business, it would still be 
an excise upon the business. A list of in- 
heritance tax cases:are cited to show it is 
an: excise tax, 

‘“‘If a tax upon the exercise of the right 
to receive property, personal or real, by 
inheritance is not a direct tax on the 
property,. though (as was true of all the 
Federal inheritance tax laws) the inherit- 
ance tax is measured by the value of the 
inherited property,’ said the Solicitor 
General, “‘it must be equally true that a 
tax upon the-exercise of the right to use 
property in one or another kind of busi- 
ness—especially yonder the pecwilar condi- 
tions and advantages of. corporate busi- 
ness—is not a direct tax."’ 

In his consideration of cases bearing 


tax was a direct tax or an excise, Mr. 
Bowers refers to the famous income tax 
cases. He says these cases have been in- 
terpreted, undoubtedly with the concur- 
rence of the eritire Supreme Court, as 
referring to a tax imposed upon property 
solely by reason of its ownership. 

‘That must mean,” says. the Solicitor 
General, ‘‘a tax upon property by reason 
of its mere existence or ordinary enjoy- 
ment, though the property is not put to 
some special use. A tax upon business is 
not a tax imposed upon property ‘ solely 
by reason of its qrncensa-- for, if the 
property is not put to business use, no 
tax falls upon it or its income.”’ 


Not a Franchise Tax, Bowers Says. 

It is in the argument that the tax is 
not a direct one that Mr. Bowers first! 
considers the assertion that, {nasmuch as 


the tax is not levied on partnerships or 
individuals but is put on corporations and 
joint stock companies; it is therefore as« 
sessed on franchises. The distinction be- 
tween partnerships and individuals on 
the one hand and corporations and joint 
stock ‘companies on the other is explained 
as not proceedings from the presence or 
absence of franchises, ‘‘ but from the wide 
and important diversity of legal rules af- 
fecting the two kinds of business” of 
these two groups. 

‘“‘Even if this tax were regarded mere- 
ly as a tax upon the exercise or use of 
franchises,’’ continues Mr. Bowers, ‘‘ in- 
stead of being a tax on the entire con- 
duct or transaction of business under 
many special conditions, it would be alto- 
‘gether different from a direct tax on the 
franehises themselves. A tax upon the 
use of franchises in business is no more 
@ direct tax upon tile franchises than a 
tax upon the use of property in business 
is a direct tax upon the property so used.’’ 

Finally, on this point, Mr. Bowers con- 
tends that franchises cannot be the gpe- 
cific subject of the tax, as:no tax is im- 
posed in any way unless business is act- 
ually done. ‘, 


Also Not a Tax on Shareholders, 
The second point Mr. Bowers seeks to 
make is that the tax is not a direct tax 


upon the shares of the stockholders, nor 
upon their income. The reasons given for 
the tax not being a direct tax on prop-

The third point is that the tax does not 
ecome direct in the special case of @ 
company engaged in the business of hand. 
ling or dealing in real estate. Five of 
the fifteen cases for consideration by the 
court involve such corporations. Mr. Bow- 
ers asserts that they raise no constitu- 
tional question, but only the query as to 
whether they are engaged in ‘‘ carrying 
on or doing business.’’ If any corpora- 
tion is no so engaged it is not reached by 
the statute, he argues. 

The fourth a Mr. Bowers seeks to 
establish is that the tax is not an in- 
fraction of the general power of. the 
States to authorize the formation of cor- 
porations and stock companies: Even if 
the tax were on franchises of a State cor- 
poration, he says, instead of being on the 
use of the franchises, it still would not 
be a tax on the legislative power of the 
State. Corporate franchises, he adds, 
grow out of an offer by the State and the 
act of free choice of election by the per- 
sons to whom the offer ts extended. 
Hence, he concludes, franchises are creat- 
ed not by the State, but by the persons 
who accept them. vt 

No authority exists, Mr. Bowers con- 
that holds or ‘ even. suggests ”’ 
that the United States cannot tax the 
franchises of a State corporation, estab- 
lished for ordinary business purposes, on 
the theory that such Federal tax will in- 
terfere with legislative independence of 
the States in their own sphere. 

‘It does not follow, and is not. true,’”’ 
he contends, ‘‘ that the United States may 
not by taxation burden or hamper the 
operations of a State law because a State 
may not by taxation burden or hamper 
the operation of a law of the United 
Staites.’’ 

This statement is explained on the 
ground of the asserted supremacy of 
each power of the National Government 
over all powers of a State, whenever the 
two-meet. 

eé several objections to the law as an 
excise tax because of its alleged lack of 
uniformity are considered by Mr. Bowers. 
The constitutional requirements are ‘mét, 
he =e if the tax is geographically 
uniform. In this connection he cites cases 
to substantiate the assertion that an ex- 
cise tax admits of the greatest freedom 
of classification of any taxes imposed by 
Congress. . 

The Solicitor General urges the point 
that the tax does not subject tha corpo- 


} rations to unreasonable search or seizure 


by reason of its publicity feature, Nef- 
ther the making nor the publication of 
the returns can by any possible view be 
eMereret en as a search or seizure, he con- 
ends. | 
Finally, {t is contended -that the tax may 
properly be collected in 1910. -This is 
baséd on the argument that the taxis not

to his feet. Roosevelt stripped for the 
race, but evidently Taft got it into his 
head that he was too much of a physical 
and intellectual giant to need the train- 
ing that Roosevelt gave himself,’’- de- 
clared the Rev. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis 
of New York here to-day. Dr. Hillis is 
on a lecture tour and is making close ob- 
servations of public sentiment. 

‘‘In this year, when Providence has 
dealt so beneficently with the people in 








the matter of harvests, when our facto-|}- 


ries and our mills are turning out more 
comforts and luxuries for our people. than 
over before, America, which should be the 
most contented of nations, is the most 
discontentei,’’ the clergyman continued.

ONLY ONE WOMAN FOR VOTE. 


Dana Canvasses 24 Houses in His Dis- 
trict with This Result.

ALBANY, March 15.—The recent dem- 
onstration of suffragists before the As- 
sembly Judiciary Committee did not con- 
vince Assemblyman Charles A. Dana that 
there was’ an overwhelming demand on 
the part of women for the ballot. He said 


to-day that he had employed a canvasser 
to make a house-to-house visitation in 
his district, the Twenty-seventh of New 
York County, and as a@ result he made 
public figures which are discouraging to 
the women who are demanding “ equal 
privi'eges.”’ - 

In twenty-four houses on one of the 
streets between Fifth and Sixth Avenues 
Mr. Dana’s canvasser found just one 
woman who wanted the ballot. Ten wo- 
men were out of the city, five refused to 
answer, two were not interested, one was 
considering the question, five answered 
‘“no,”’ and one “ yes.’’ 

The canvasser then took a block of 
houses on Third Avenue in the same As- 
sembly District. He inquired of each wo- 
man tenant as to her interest in woman 
suffrage. All of them, it is declared 
answered that they were not in favor of 
the extension of suffrage to women. The 
women were earning their own living or 
were the wives of men who work at mar-

WRIGHT PATENTS ATTACKED. 


French Syndicate Declares That the 
Law Has Not Been Obeyed. 


PARIS, March 15.—The French aviation 
syndicate to-day brough suit for the an- 
nulment of the Wright patents in France. 
The petition after setting up the general 
claim that the Wright brothers, both in 
America and in France, are trying to 
obtain a monopoly in mechanical flight 
declares that the petitioners are prepared 
to prove that Patent 342,188, granted in 
France to the Wrights on March 24, 1904, 
has been forfeited under the law requiring 
the exploitation of an invention in ance 
within three years of the date of patent. 
The petition also asks the annulment of 
two Subsequent patents taken out on Nov. 
18, 1907. on the ground that other patents 
had priority. 











_ When Wilbur Wright was told last even- 
ing of the action taken by the French 
aviation syndicate, he declined to make 
any comment on the greund that he was 
not familiar enough with the situation in 
France to warrant a statement. He be- 
lieved that the litigation instituted by 
the syndicate was in all probability in 
answer to suits previously inaugurated 
by the French Wright Company against 
Farman, Blériot, Voisin, and other French 
aeroplane manufacturers for alleged in- 
fringements of the Wrights patents. 

These suits, said Mr. Wright, were with- 
in the sole province of the French Wright 
Company, just as those recently brought 
in Germany were under the guidance of 
the German Wright Company. When 
these foreign corporations and the Amer- 
ican Wright Company were formed, he ex- 
plained, each took upon itself the task of 
defending the claims of the Dayton in- 
ventors in the courts of their respective 
countries. 


MAY NOT LET PAULHAN SAIL- 


Mar ager Cleary Invokes Court Aid to 
Save His Aviation Contract. 


Louis Paulhan, the French aviator who 
has been in trouble ever since he landed 
in the United States last January, may 
not after all return to France on the 
liner Provence when she sails to-morrow, 
as was his intention. During the two 
months he has been in’ the United States 
Paulhan has received 30,000f. weekly and 
his expenses under a contract between 
Edwin Cleary, his manager, and himself, 
which has still five months to run and 
is renewable for three months more. 

On. Saturday Paulhan drew his usual 
weekly stipend in cash, and then purchased 
steamship tickets to France for his wife 
and himself and many of his entourage. 
On Monday he informed Mr. Cleary that 
he refused to make further ascents either 
here Or abroad for him. Yesterday it was 
reported on good authority that Mr. 
Cleary would appeal to the courts to pre- 
vent Paulhan sailing. and. would prob- 
aodly be able to do so.

“The Americans first impose higher 
tariffs and then say that they cannot be 
altered because that is the law,’’-he said. 
‘Perhaps Germany could act similarly 
and introduce a higher tariff, subsequent- 
ly saying, *‘ That is our law.’ Our Gov- 
ernment, however, was in a bad position. 
Some sort of an agreement with the 
United States was necessary. Almost 
our entire industry recognized that we 
must submit to the Payne tariff. Never- 
theless my party cannot dismiss the fear 
that our exports will suffer under the 
agreement reached. Other lands like 
France have not been frightened by the 
American tariffs, and I believe that 
France in the new agreement with the 
United States will not go so far in con- 
cessions as has Germany.” 

Replying to an ingutry by Prof. Richard 
Eickhoff, Radical-Liberal, Forelgn Sec- 
retary von Schoen said that negotiations 
with the United States looking to a 
German-American arbitration treaty had 
in no sense been broken off. 

‘Our propositions relative to such an 
arbitration treaty have been eens ed to 
the Federal Government at Washington, 
which as yet has not replied,’’ said the 
Secretary. 


TO LIMIT KAISER’S POWER. 


Reichstag Votes to Make the Chancel- 
lor Responsible to it. 


BERLIN, March 15.—Following a dis- 
cussion vf the appropriation for the sal- 
ary of the Imperial Chancellor the Reichs- 
tag to-day adopted by a small majority 
the motion of the Socialist member, Herr 
Ledebour, demanding the introduction of 
a bill making the Chancellor responsible 
to the Reichstag for his official acts, 
and aiso extending his responsibility to 
cover all of tne acts and documents 
made by the Hmperor for which respon- 
sibility he shall be answerable in a court 








of law. 

This motion was the outcome of the dis- 
cussion of the regponsibilities of the Chan- 
cellor at the time of the Hmperor’s fa- 
mous interview in the Dall of 1908, In 
this interview, which was publjished first 
in The London Daily Telegraph, Emperor

ARTIST FACED PRIVATION 





State Stopped Payments and He Had 
to Sell Curios—Robert C. Ogden 
Went to His Rescue. 


PARIS; March 15.—America is expected 
to furnish the sensation of the Spring 
Salon in two groups of figures represent- 
ing ‘‘ The Life of Humanity,’’ which have 
been designed for the portals of the Penn- 
sylvania State Capito! by George Grey 
Barnard, the American sculptor. 

The completed marble works have’ just 
been transferred to Paris from his studio 
at Moret, where Mr. Barnard has spent 
six years in continuous labor. The groups, 
which consist of thirty-five figures from 
ten to eleven feet in height, are the most 
massive in the world. Several American 
art lovers, including Albert Shaw, Hdwin 
Seligman, and Robert C. Ogden, who de- 
sir @ French verdict before the groups 
were transferred to the United States, 
succeeded in arranging for them to be 
exhibited at the Salon. 

MM, Boucher and Lefebvre, the noted 
French sculptors, who are members of the 
jury, after a four hours’ examination to- 
day pronounced the work a wonderful 
success. M, Boucher declared that they 
would take rank with the-greatest works 
of art in the world. He said it would be 
necessary to go back to the Greek sculpt- 
ors to find such mastery of treatment. 
Both declared that the groups would have 
the position of honor at the Salon. Mr. 
Barnard says that the toh yg will be 


exhibited in New Yor efore they are 
sent to Harrisburg.

PHILADELPHNA, March 15.—George 
Gray Barnard, when he took the contract 
with the State authorities for figures for 
the new Capitol, declared he would pro- 
duce the greatest work of the age for his 
‘beloved State.’’. The contract, made 
early in 1905, was for $100,000, but Mr. 
Barnard declares Architect Huston, who 
will soon be tried on the charge of graft, 
had promised that the amount should be 
sncreased to $700,000. After working for 
two years on his figures, Mr. 
found that he needed more money; but 
the State had paid him $87,000 and no 
work had. been delivered, and further pay- 
ment was réfused: 

It was arranged, however, that he 
should be relieved of his bond and pri- 
vate help should be given. Robert C. Og- 
den of New York came to his rescue, and 
Mr. Barnard, early in 1908, returned to 
his studio at Moret, on the edge of Paris 
and completed his series of groups rep- 
resenting the ‘* Life of Humanity.”’ 

In discussing his conception of the 
groups Mr. Barnard once said: 

“ These groups represent humanity in 
its largest sense. hey represent Love 
and Suffering and Joy and Sorrow and 
Victory life itself. On the side of the 
doors we will place the four groups in 
bronze of the people who made the State 
—the Scotch-Irish and the Pennsylvania 
Dutch, and on the top the Triumph of 
Labor, the man who works the mines.’’ 

Mr. Barnard suffered great deprivation 
in 1905-"06. When the money promised 
by the State did not arrive his workmen 
refused to go out. 

‘“*T was fourteen months without work,”’ 
said Mr. Barnard, ‘‘and twelve months 
of these I spent in the southern part of 
France collecting antiques to make a 
living. I have been in almost every vil- 
lage and almost every yard in France col- 
lecting fragments of broken cathedrals 
and taking them to merchants in Paris 
and selling them for what I could get.” 
Then Mr. Barnard came to this country 
and told his tale to the Capitol Commis- 
sion and encotfragement and financial help 
were given by Mr. Ogden.

HAD $50,000 IN BANKS HERE 





Old Man Always Walked from Long 
Branch to Make Deposits—Did Odd 
Jobs for Focd and Clothes. 





Justice O'Gorman, in a statement in 
which he termed as ‘“‘ Suspiclous’’ the as- 
sertions of Mrs. Katharine B. Thoma, 
yesterday dismissed her suit to recover 
$10,009 deposited in the Irving. Savings 
Institution by ‘‘ Old Bill” “Rogers, known 
before his death as ‘‘ The Miser of Long 
Branch, N. J.’’. The dismissal will act as 
a bar to the prosecution of similar actions 
to obtain $40,000 deposited in other sav- 
ings banks by Rodgers, who died in Mrs. 
Thoma’s house. _. 

Mrs. Thoma claimed the money on the 
strength of an assignment which, she 
said, Rodgers had signed on the day of 
his death: Henry Spitz, known as the

“millionaire cop" of Union Hill, N. ra: 
unearthed evidence tending to show tha 
the alleged assignment was a forgery. 
Spitz had peen engaged by Agnes Rodgers, 
a sister of Rodgers. 

“Ag to the assignment which, it was 
alleged, was prepared the night before 
the decedent died and executed on the 
morning of his death,’”’ said Justice O’Gor- 
man, ‘‘ the evidence does not satisfy the 
court that it was made as the plaintiff 
claims. The language shows a familiarity 
with legal requirements, and the story 
that it was dictated by the dying man 
seems too improbable to believe. Two 
men, Squire Pitcher and the Postmaster, 
Woolley, had been sent for by the plain- 
tiff, and had he had the desire to make 
an assignment he had the opportunity 
then to do so. He told.them he had no 
intention of making a will. 

“The narrative about the making of 
the assignment the court must aksolutely 
disregard. The whole atmosphere about 
this case is one of suspicion. It is ex- 
tremely remarkable that the decedent 
should reject the services of the Squire 
and,the Postmaster and then accept the 
services of the plaintiff. The claim made 
is neither substantiated nor meritorious. 
The suspicion is that the plaintiff con- 
eocted the whole plan.”’ 

When the Justice concluded, Miss Rodg- 
ers rushed up to thank the lawyers and 
Detective Spitz. She asked H. C. Taylor, 
representing the bank: 

‘‘Can’t something be done to punish 
these false swearers?’’ 
‘*Oh, be generous,”’ 
have won your case.

Mrs, Fox-Strangways Inherited $10,000 


as She Lay at Death’s Door. 


Half an hour after Henrietta Sarah Fox- 
Strangways died in Bellevue Hospital of 
what the physicians believe was poison, a 
letter arrived at the office of her law- 
yer, Mrs. Gabrielle §. Mulliner of 320 
Fifth Avenue, requesting her to call at 
the office of the British Consul, sign a 
release, and obtain her share of a small 
fortune amounting to about $10,000. 

Mrs. Mulliner said it was in anticipa- 
tion of this money that the woman had 
sought credit. A few days ago Mrs. Mul- 
liner received a letter from a woman in 
Canada saying she was a relative of Mrs. 
Strangways, and was prepared to do any- 
thing possible to rescue her. Mrs. Mulli- 
ner, who had been Mrs. Strangway’s at- 
torney only recently, hurried to the wo- 
man's bedside on Monday. She was semi- 
conscious. 

Mrs. Mulliner told her that good news 
of her expected fortune from England 
was due at any moment, but the patient 
was too weak to rally. She died an hour 
later. Mrs. Mulliner left the hospital and 
went to her office. There she found the 
letter announcing that the estate to part 
of which Mrs. Strangways was heir had 
been settled. 

Mrs. Strangways, according 
Mulliner, was educated at Girton, Eneg- 
land, and was a distant relative of the 


BHarl of Ilichester. Her parents died in 
her girlhood, and she was brought up b 
an aunt, Mrs. Jane Clarke, in Ireland. 
Mrs. Clarke died two years ago, and it 
was from her estate that the money was 
coming. 

Mrs. Strangways’s body is still in the 
Morgue at Bellevue. It will remain there 
until Mrs. Mulliner hears from the Cana- 
dian relatives what disposition shall be 
made of it. Mrs. Strangways had a broth- 
er, Henry, who is a metallurgist employed 
by a mining company in Peru, and a 
cousin, also named Henry, who lives in 
Bridport, Dorsetshire, England.

Artist’s Name Connected with Pictures 
in Doubt—Brownel! Calls Evans's 
Two Purchases Spurious. 





The name of Arthur Dawson, an artist, 
who has been mentioned in connection 
with paintings whose authenticity has 
been questioned, was brought into the 
trial of the action between William T. 
Evans, the art collector, and William 
Clausen, the art dealer, before Justice 
Page and a jury yesterday in the Su-

preme Court. Henry W. Ranger, an art- 
ist, called to the stand by Evans, said 
Clausen had exclaimed: 

‘‘Harry, I wish that I had killed Daw- 


son the first time he came into my 
store.’’ Ranger said this remark had been 
made during negotiations which he was 
conducting with Clausen on behalf of 
President Humphreys of Stevens Insti- 
tute, Hoboken. He said Clausen had ad- 
mitted that some paintings sold to Pres- 
ident Humphreys were not genuine, and 
added: 

‘‘ Harry, this greed for money is a ter- 
rible thing.’’ 

Dawson was in the courtroom and heard 
Ranger testify. 

President Humphreys himself took the 
stand to testify that Clausen had admitted 
- him that he had sold him bogus paint- 
ngs. 

William C. Brownell, an art critic on 
the staff of Scribner's Magazine, was 
called. He told of an intimate acquaint- 
ance with Homer D. Martin, dating from 
1872 to the time of his death. He accom- 
panied Martin on a trip to Burope and 
saw him frequently at work in his studio 
here and abroad. 

‘*‘Martin was not a prolific artist,’’ Mr. 
Brownell testified. ‘‘ His work was slow, 
experimental, and tentative. He was al- 
ways striving for more expressive tech- 
nique. He was one of those men who, like 
many geniuses, are only able to work 
when they have inspiration, while at 
other times they can do nothing. I think 
I know every picture that Homer Martin 
ever painted, and I never heard of ‘ Near 
Newport’ or ‘The Old Mill Near St. 
Cloud.’ - 

‘** When 
hanging 


T first saw ‘Near Newport’ 
beside ‘Newport Neck’ at the 
Lotos Club, the contrast was great. I 
saw nothing in it that seemed to recall 
the work of Martin, except that it ap- 
peared to be a caricature of his style. 
Martin's work was distinguished by in- 
tellectual power and beauty, neither of 
which were in the canvas before me. I 
did not see Martin's characteristic treat- 
ment. There was an absence of variety. 
which was due to the combination of 
color and the elements of painting. The 
aspect of the canvas indicated speed. The 
sky was monotonous and seemed to have 
no thought except as to the idea of copy- 
ing some one else. The imitator fails 
when he tries to originate anything new 
in Mr. Martin’s manner.”’ 

‘‘*How can you tell the sky was not 
painted by Mr. Martin?’ Justice Page 
asked. 

‘It lacks the thought and beauty of 
Mr. Martin's skies and the definition of 
form in the foreground,’’ replied the wit- 

ess. 

‘‘What is there about the ‘ Old Mill’ to 
show that it is an imitation?” Judge 
Hatch of counsel inquired. 

‘‘ Negatively, I should say, there is 
nothing. Positively there are several 
things. The arms of the mill try to 
catch Mr. Martin's manner of vagueness 
Fin the chief characteristics of the pic- 
ture. The painter seems to have done his 
work with a scalpel, effecting a sort of 
low relief. It was very like another he 
had painted. 

‘‘When I saw the collection of alleged 
Martins in Clausen’s gallery I got the 

ainful impression that the overwhelm- 
ng majority were fraudulent.” 

On cross-examination Jerome Eisner, at- 
torney for Clausen, asked Mr. Brownell 
to differentiate between the two pictures

In the two pictures in question,’”’ he 
replied, ‘‘there is apparently an entire 
simplicity, instead of the combination of 
elaborateness and subtlety. It is the re- 
sult of the application of one color. Mr. 
Martin’s method of work was almost 
mosaic. He didn’t mix his colors so 
much on his palette as on his canvas. He 
had an extreme knowledge of the art of 
drawing, and its application to natural 
objects, neither of which exists in these 
pictures.”’ 

The witness also testified that toward 
the end of his life Martin suffered from 
the degeneration of the optic nerve of one 
eyé and the development of a cataract on 
the other. 

Mr. Evans admitted that he had caused 
his entire collection of paintings to be 
revarnished. Dawson had retouched one 
of the pictures, he said. Several pictures 
by the artist Wvyant, bought after his 
death, by his widow were unsigned, and 
it was brought out that Mr. Evans had 
caused them to be signed by Mrs. Evans 
before they were revarnished. 

The trial of the action will probably oc- 
cupy the week. 


WOULD END GRADE CROSSINGS 


But Estimate Board Leaves Manhattan 
Out of Consideration. 


The hearing held yesterday by the spe-

A municipal dance hall on Washington 
Heights was propesed by Mrs. Charles 
H. Israels, Chairman of the Committee 
on Amusement Resources for the Working 
Girl, last night to a meeting of Washing- 
ton Heights citizens as a means of put- 
ting the Fort George resorts out of busi- 
ness.

SLOW, BUT NOT TOO SLOW. 
After Mayor Gaynor had been in of- 
fice a month he made a speech in 
Brooklyn in which he deprecated ex- 
travagant expectations from new offi- 
elals, especially regarding rapid transit. 
“ But we must go slowly; don’t be im- 
patient, and don’t try to get things by 
force.”” He has now been in office three 
months almost, and he has done enough 
te redeem his administration from any 
charge of sloth. Certainly the things 
, Which he has done could hardly bear 
; postponement, and he has a claim for 
indulgent consideration. Yet a much 
suffering community would greatly like 
to know where rapid transit ranks on 
, his list of chores, and what mysterious 
‘ influence blocks the way. Everything 
was reported prepared by the highest 
‘talent, ready for the signature of the 
Mayor who should be chosen to succeed 
McCLELLAN. The mills make a terrible 

noise, but there is no grist. Why? 

Perhaps the Mayor’s dissatisfaction 
with what had been prepared for his 
Signature may be the explanation. How 
could he be expected to approve plans 
which offered absurdly inadequate con- 
nection with the city’s bridges, $100,- 
000,000 worth of half utilized invest- 
ment, and no connection whatever with 
‘the great terminus.of the Pennsylvania 
Railway on the west side? Perhaps he 
lacks the hardihood of embarking on 
the policy, to which it has been sought 
te commit the city, of expending city 
money to a total of hundreds of millions 
without knowing who was going to 
operate the new subways, or on what 
terms, or with exactly what advantage 
to farepayers. Perhaps he perceives 
that independent subways are like the 
two halves of a pair of scissors, which 
are much more useful if coupled to- 
gether, but which the plan has been 
to operate separately. Perhaps he 
notices that even his excellent admin- 
istration is unable to float city bonds 
at 4 per cent., and that therefore the 
chief argument for construction by the 
city, or with city bonds, has vanished. 
Perhaps he sees what is apparent to all 
but the blind, that the new subways 
will have a capital charge double the 
old subways, and a higher interest rate, 
and that however rich the traffic for 
the new lines they cannot expect to 
repeat the great success of the first. 

Let no one get the idea that any of 
these reasons for deliberation, or all of 
them, are any reason for not going 
ahead with the new construction. On 
the contrary, there is nothing more 
urgent, or more popular, and this is a 
hurry call. Construction on a bad plan, 
with city money, at a rate of $20,000,000 
or so a year, is going much too slow, 
and going wrong, especially when there 
is an alternative method of spending 

much more money, borrowed privately, 
and so as to strengthen the city’s exist- 
ing investment, instead of weakening 
it, and to meet the public convenience 
at the same time. 

Whoever doubts this, and has a desire 
for the truth in preference to indulging 
@ prejudice, needs but to read WILLIAM 
BARCLAY Parsons’s article in Harper’s 
+ Weekly. He recommends the adoption 

by New York of a single symmetrical 
system of subways, instead of London’s 
system of independent competing lines. 
So much has competition diminished 
public accommodation in London that 
‘the plan is being abandoned and amal- 
-gamation is being arranged. In London 
nine subways with a mileage greater 
than New York's, but without trans- 
fers, carry fewer passengers than here. 
In Paris a smaller mileage, but with 
unlimited transfers throughout a single 
system, carries a larger number of pas- 
sengers. The contrast is striking, and 
comes in time for influencing our pol- 
icy. 

Perhaps Mayor Garwnor feels that if 
the independent subway were com- 
pleted it would not offer the advantages 
of enlarging the existing system. For 
example, it would carry passengers 
north and south on the east side, but 
it would not provide for interchange of 
traffic between the east and west sides. 

The two blades of the scissors would be 
parallel, and with no connection at the 
middie, corresponding to Forty-second 
Street. There all travel north and 
south, east and west, ought to be able 
te change direction at will, and without 
cost. This would unify the city. Any 
other plan would divide it. There is no 
substitute for this plan. Any other plan 
may be conceded to be a success of a 
sert, and according to its possibilities, 
bnt it will be fatally defective in an 

essential, and one which concerns all 
boroughs as well as Manhattan.

I trust that posterity 
may never mourn the decadence of 
that indomitable American spirit which 
in this generation fought out to the 
bitter end its great civil war and made 
it seem an easy thing in time of peace 
to penetrate the heart of Africa, to 
perish in the Lena Delta, to dle at 
Sabine, or to attain the Farthest 
North.

MR. WOODRUFF’S “ VICTORY.” 








WooprRuFr cannot be disiodged from 
his headship of the regular Republican 
tribe before another State Convention 
has been held. Whether that question 
was really raised by Senator Roor in 
his visit of Sunday is not certain. It is 
the game of the bosses to insist that it 
was, and that Mr. Wooprurr demon- 
strated in definite and defiant terms 
that upon that point he was master of 
the situation. That cannot mean that 
he is sustained by the majority of the 
Republicans in the State, for there is 
no possible means of testing that, and 
the indications by which alone we must 
fudge do not sustain the contention. 
The most that can be said is that the 
actual organization of which Mr. 
WoopRrvrr is the head is still back of 
him. 

The question naturally arises, What 
use is he intending to make of his 
power? The more stubbornly he sticks 
to it, the more he demonstrates it in 
public, the more serious is his respon- 
sibilfty, his and that of his associates. 
Their immediate business, now that it 
is certain that there will be no change 
in the leadership of the Senate or of the 
State Committee, is to shape the issues 
of the next campaign and define the 
lines on which the party will deal with 
them. This will be done for the most 
part by the action of the Legislature 
during the brief remainder of its ses- 
sion and by the choice of a candidate 
for Governor for next Fall. The action 
of the Legislature will turn on the re- 
sult of the investigation of tha charges 
against Mr. Wooprurr’s leader of the 
Senate, Mr. Atips, on the matter of 
further investigation and on the meas- 
ures proposed by the Governor. Of 
these the matter of investigation is by 
far the most important. Unless the 
party machine is prepared to deal with 
this firmly, frankly, and with thor- 
oughness, the only issue that will have 
much interest for the public next Fall 
will be that of the extent of corruption 
in the Republican Party. Nothing in 
the way of legislation will count much 
if this issue is not got out of the way. 

What do Mr. Wooprvurr, Mr. BARNES, 
Mr. WADSWORTH propose to do on this 
question? Their reputation for per- 
sonal integrity is not compromised or 
even indirectly involved.

TIMES With a letter setting forth frank- 
ly his reasons for wishing to amend the 
wild forest lands provision of the New 
York State Constitution. He would 
store water within the “ blue line” of 
the Forest Preserve for the develop- 
ment of power outside the preserve, 
where the great rivers fall from the 
sides of the plateau. This, he thinks, 
would add millions to the State’s tax- 
able property. He wants highways cut 
through the Adirondacks Park, so that 
the people may have access to its beau- 
ties. He wants camp sites leased there- 
in, for periods not exceeding ten years, 
and he would sell the State’s useless 
lands, buying with the proceeds better 
lands within the “blue line.’’ ‘These 
things are prohibited by the ironclad 
provision which Mr. MERRITT would 
amend, 

We grant that some of these things 
ought to be done. But they should be 
done under the strict supervision and 
control of the State. Mr. MERRITT ac- 
knowledges that he has a “ direct per- 
sonal interest’’ in water storage on 
State lands, and “I make no apology 
for the fact,’ he adés. The fact needs 
no apology. At the same time Mr, 
MERRITT is quite aware of the well- 
grounded suspicions of the public con- 
cerning persons and interests that have 
attempted commercial entrance of the 
State Forest Preserve. He knows that 
every year since 1894, when Mr. FRANK 
S. GarpnerR of the New York Board of 
Trade and Transportation drafted and 
obtained, through his organization, its 
unanimous passage by the Constitu- 
tional Convention of that year, the wild 
forest lands provision has been jeal- 
ously guarded by the people. It has 
all attempts at a general 
amendment. 

What will Mr. Merritt do? Will he 
attempt to force through another gen- 
eral amendment, or will he make it this 
time specific? ‘Will he embody his pro- 
posals each in the form of a statutory 
bill, providing that it shall not take ef- 
fect until made valid by an amendment 
to the Constitution? In the bill for 
water storage will Mr. MERRITT desig- 
nate the dams and reservoirs necessary 
to be erected within the Forest Pre- 
serve; their exact location; upon what 
streams; with what “flow lines,” and 
how many acres each will cover, togeth- 
er with restrictions as to the total area 
flooded? 

In the bill amending roads will Mr. 
MERRITT say how many roads it is pro- 
posed to build through State lands, pre- 
senting a plan of their routes, specifi- 
cations, widths—the widths not merely 
of the roadbeds, but of the extent of 
forest to be cut on either side? 

Will he enter these two bilis sepa- 
rately, and the other two Dills sepa- 
rately, in order that good measures 
may not be killed because “ bunched,” 
possibly, with bad ones?

GAYNOR seems to be

Resolutions Passed by the Landscape 
Architects Against the Plan. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The tnclosed resolutions, passed at a meeting 
of the American Society of Landscape Archi- 
tects On March & may be of t{nterest to the 
public as indicating the attitude of our soclety 
on this important question: 

Whereas, The few small parks and open 
squares of lower Manhattan offer a contrast to 
the Increasing density and height of buildings 
all about them, which grows more and more 
precious as that density increases and as the 
surrounding property advances {n commercial 
value; and, 

Whereas, It is now proposed itn effect to sell 
a quarter of City Hall Park as a building lot 
for no public inducement other than to save 
the cash value of so much building land in 
that vicinity; and, 

Whereas, Apart from the special objections 
to this transaction, the principle involved and 
the precedent set up are fUndamentally mis- 
taken, pointing, as they logically do, to the 
ultimate use for building purposes of any or 
every square and park in Manhattan, since 
essentially the same arguments that can be 
brought to bear for relieving the taxpayers of 
purchasing a site for the Court House by plac- 
ing it in City Hall Park can be brought to bear 
for selling Madison Square or Central Park in 
the open market and using the proceeds to re- 
lieve the taxpayers’ burdens; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the American Society of Land- 
scape Architects that the society does most 
earnestly protest fo the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment of the City of New York against 
the ratification of a plan so completely sub- 
versive of the sound and conservative public 
policy which safeguards the painfully accumu- 
lated capital embodied in the city’s parks and 
squares.

Orphan’e Chance in Life. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Your correspondent ‘‘ W. J, L.”* has touched 
upon a subject full of suggestion in his ‘‘ Talk 
on Orphans,.’’ Without doubt many of the or- 
phans in institutions are better off than they 
were {n the homes from which they were ta- 
ken. ‘“‘W. J. L.’s’’ friend might have gone 
even further and asserted with a good deal of 
truth that they received their first chance in 
life when their parents died and society began 
to take cognizanco of their existence. The sta- 
tistics of the Children’s Ald Soclety, of which 
I am an officer, show that 87 per cent. of the 
orphans and deserted children of New York City 
who have come under its care have done well 
in Hfe, which is a record far better than that 
of the generality of children; so that one may 
plausibly defend the paradox that the depend- 
ent child has a better chance, as society isl 
now constituted, than the average child. 

But there should be a qualification of the 
praise of institutions for the care of dependent 
children, and though the point has never been 
made before, it may be worth while to empha- 
size it again for the benefit of those who, like 
your correspondent, seem to think that f{nstitu- 
tional care is in itself beneficial—the point, I 
mean, that orphan asylums are necessary and 
beneficial in much the same way the hospitals 
are. By all means let us take into Institutions 
the fatherless and motherless and those whose 
home life is degrading and can lead only to dis- 
aster, and let us care for their bodies and their 
souls; but, as in’ the case of the hospital pa- 
tient, let us discharges them when convales- 
cence is reasonably advanced, and not develop 
chronic invalidism. There are few more pitiful 
specimens of humanity than the youth who hag 
spent his childhood in an institution and who is 
at last forced out into a world of which he 
knows nothing by actual experience, unfitted 
for usefulness and doomed to faltlure,

Why Make it a Necessary Part ef a 
Charming Landscape?

I observed in your paper a few days 
since that there is talk at Albany of put- 
ting the State prison on the Hudson 
River just below Wappingers Creek, Is 
it not time that the societies interested in 
the preservation of the Hudson from a 
historic and scenic point of view should 
take up the question of locating institu- 
tions for criminals on the river?

Even the Episcopalians, Who.bed 
in the Conference, Think 
Proposals Will Fail. 





MAIN ISSUES ARE CLOUDED 





New Statement Is Considered Littié 
More Than the Lambeth Quadris 
lateral Amplified. 





Following immediately upon the con 
ference of Protestant clergymen Monday 
looking toward unity, sixteen prominent 
Protestant Episcopal clergymen. and lay- 
men yesterday made public a basis for 
Christian reunion. This was received by 
the clergy and laymen yesterday, and be- 
fore night criticism of it was heard on 
all hdnds, even by Episcopalians. The 
criticisms were in line with those made 
by William Jay Schieffelin, who, besides 
being President of the Citizen’s Unien, 
is a prominent Episcopal layman. 

The ground for the objection of Mr. 
Schieffelin and of several othérs was that 
the new statement was little more than 
the Lambeth quadrilateral amplified; 
that it set forth the old Protestant Episco- 
pal position, without giving up anything 
in the interest of unity. 

Last January, the rector of Trinity 
Church, the Rev, Dr. W. 
in bringing together clergy and laymen 
in his own church for an informal con- 
ference on the essentials of Christian 
unity which the Episcopal Church in the 
United States might put forward. The 
conference was unofficial, and its findings 
represent nothing but expressions of 
opinion.

The ‘‘ broads’’ were said to be the Rev.

Mahan, the naval writer, and Robert H. 
Gardiner, who has lately resigned as 
President of the Brotherhood of St. An- 
drew.

F. W. Tomkins of Philadelphia, the Rev. 
Dr. Charles S. Burch, Archdeacon of 
Staten Island; George Zabriskie, a law- 
yer, and William Jay Schieffelin, who ob- 
jects to the theological character of the 
statement and refused to sign it. The 
middle-of-the-road men, he said, were the 
Rev. Dr. W. T. Manning, rector of Trin- 
ity Church, and the Rev. Dr W. M. 
Grosvenor, who is President of the Stand- 
ing Committee of the New York Diocese. 

The ‘“‘highs’’ he said were the Rev. J. 
O. S. Huntington, the founder of the Or- 
der“of the Holy Cross, an order whose 
members are celibates and who wé@r hab- 
its in the streets, and the Rev. Dr. A. G. 


Mortimer of St. Mark’s Church, Philadel- 
phia, probably the leader of the whole 
ritualistic school among the Episcopal 
clergy. There were two or three others, 
all laymen save one, whom the rector 
quoted could not classify.

The corporate act of worship, as insti- 
tuted by Jesus Christ, cails for some min- 
ister, who bears Christ’s commission, to 
preside in the assembly of those who are in 
fellowship with Christ. 

Jesug Christ remaining a priest forever, 
ascended into heaven, but present by His 
Spirit in His Church on earth, now acts in 
the sacrament of the Lord’s Supper through 
those who bear His commission: 

This continuing priesthood of the Lord 
Jesus Christ abides in the whole fellowship. 
The outward and visible organ of this 
priesthood is the continuous ministry. 

As the Church is the outward and visible 
Body of Christ empowered by His Spirit, 
through which Christ acts in His Body, de- 
rives its powers continually from Him and 
receives its authority from Him by the out- 
ward’ sign and means of ordination. 

Tne form of ordination should express, by 
its essential uniformity, the oneness of the 
Body of Christ, which is the blessed com- 
pany of all faithful people. Ordination has 
been effected from sub-apostolic times by 
the laying on of the hands of the historic 
episcopate and prayer, and this method of 
ordination. if restored to the whole fellow- 
ship, would be an efiective bond of its unity 
in Christ. 

Several Episcopal leaders, not members 
of the conference, when seen yesterday, 
said they had not had time to digest the 
proposals. There was, however, a dispo- 
sition to deplore the number, and two 
men said they could see no reason for 
putting forth such a voluble outline. The 
rector who made the classification of the 
signers said: 

“The history of the efforts of the Epis- 
ecpal Church in framing a basis for Chrie- 
tian unity is not flattering. This is to be 
regretted, but it is a fact. Some years 
ago there was put forward by a confer- 
ence held in Chicago, and they were aft- 
erward adopted by a conference held at 
Lambeth, a statement in four parts, three 
of which are covered in much larger form 
by these new propositions, The fourth 
one, the Historic Episcopate, was unli- 
versally rejected, and the propositions 
came to nothing. So far as |i can see, the 
same objectionable proposition, only in 
longer form, is repeated here in the chree 
concluding ‘paragraphs. What is to be 
gained by repeating the old formulas, 
once failed, I do not see. 

“This is to be regretted at a time when 
conferences on unity are being held. I 
do not say the Historic Episcopate plank 
in.the platform should be omitted. I sim- 
ply say that it has failed of,acceptance, 
and at this time it seems idle to mak it 
over again. Perhaps it was as far as the 
ecnference could go. It probabiy was. 
But if it could go no further, it seems to 
me, Protestant America will have to look 
heyond the Episcopal Church, certainly 


into fellowship

William M. Chase, after which a cast of 
eight people was seen in Alfred Sutro’s 
Play ‘‘The Bracelet,’’ an amusing little 
affair. which detailed the experiences of 
& rather soft English gentleman, who 
turns to the governess for affection when 
it seems to be lacking in his wife's treat- 
ment of him. 

Mrs. Western has missed a valuable 
bracelet, the gift of her husband, and has 

the entire household looking for it. After 
all the have been interviewed, 
she sends for the governess to pursue the 
inquiry further, and discovers what she 
believes to be her bracelet on the little 
woman's wrist. Naturally indignant, she 
is more and more incensed when the lat- 
ter insists that the bracelet is her own, 
and the husband confesses that he gave 
it to her.

The hus- 
band as positively asserts that she shall 
not g0. as he has grown fond of her 
companionship and sympathy, qualities 
which his wife has denied him. At a 
moment when a domestic rupture appears 
inevitable the girl enters, says that she is 
leaving io go upon the stage, and inci- 
dentally mentions the fact that she is 
about to be married. The laugh, of 
course. is on the soft-hearted husband, 
wko has been lavishing attention and 
jewelry upon the girl. and presumably, 
he is properly humiliated by the disclos- 
ure. The acting, though occasionally 
showing haste in rehearsals was gen- 
erally excellent enough, Mr. Kerr making 
the husband enough of an ass to be most 
amusing. Miss Dorr was sufficiently dig- 
nified as the wife, while Miss Burke, 
as the governess, had a role of very 
Slight requirements. Frank Westerton 
and Anne Meredith were the other prin- 
cipal figures with good effect. 

A piece of more even merit is Sydney 
Grundy’s ‘‘ Sympathetic Souls,’’ very de- 
lightfully acted by Fuller Mellish, Cyril 
Scott, Isabelle Irving, and Marianna 
Thurber. In it an ostensibly heart-broken 
widow, unwilling to forget her deceased 
husband and to find consolation else- 
where, whose ‘“‘only real pleasure, in 
fact, comes from her’ unhappiness,” 
meets a gentleman similamy afflicted. 
And from mutual condolence comes in- 
terest, from interest affection, from af- 
fection a readiness to take up their

With the man fiddling an air to which 
he attaches great sentimental value, and 
the widow dancing to the tune, the 
height of the fun is reached.

LABOR PLAY, STRIFE 


Mayor Reyburn Feared Discussion 
of Capital and Labor Might 
Incite Car Strike Riot. 








MISINFORMED? 
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OFFICIALS 





Directors of New Theatre 
Who Were to Present Play Say It Is 
an Argument for Arbitration.

Plans of The New Theatre to present 
John Galsworthy’s labor drama, “ Strife,”’ 
in Philadelphia next Friday afternoon re- 
ceived a setback yesterday when Lee 
Shubert received through his Philadelphia 
representative a communication from the 
Director of Public Safety in that city 
objecting to the presentation of the play 
there. The purport of the letter was to 
the effect that the play, being a discus- 


sion of capital and labor, might add to 
the difficulties being met with in the 
Street car strike in Philadelphia. 

After a conference with Director Ames 
of The New Theatre, Mr. Shubert notified 
his representative to inform the Director 
of Public Safety and Mayor Reyburn of 
Philadelphia that their wish would be 
complied with and that the performance 
would not be given. 

Both Mr. Shubert and Mr. Ames said 
yesterday that they thought Mayor Rey- 
burn had been misinformed concerning 
+ the story of “ Strife,’’ which, they say, is 
a strong argument for arbitration and the 
peaceable adjustment of labor difficulties. 
The plot concerns a strike of workmen in 
the Ohio tin plate mills. A labor leader 
keeps the strikers from listening to pleas 
for mediation, and the President of the 
mill is equally strong in keeping the 
stockholders from arbitration. The prop- 
erty of the mill is destroyed and the 
families of the workingmen suffer from 
Starvation. The strike is finally settled 
after the death of the labor leader’s. wife, 
and the terms of the settlement are the 
Same as those suggested at the beginning. 

Leaders of both sides in the Philadel- 
phia strike and the city officials had 
been invited to attend the performance 
Friday afternoon. O. Pratt, head of the 
Pennsylvania Federation of Labor, had 
already sent his letter of acceptance and 
the play had been thoroughly kdvertised 
for several days before any word Of ob- 
jection was heard from the Mayor. The 
New Theatre compatiy was to have left 
here early Friday morning, played at the 
Adelphia Theatre in the afternoon, and 
returned to New York that night on a 
special train. 

In order to prove that ‘ Strife” would 
not tend to incite a riot, The New Thea- 
tre will give an extra performance in 
New York on Thursday evening of next 
week, and will invite the Philadelphia 
strike leaders, Mayor Reyburn, and others 
to come to New York and witness it.

JAMES MARTIN DEAD. 


Managing Editor of The New York 
Tribune for Nine Yeare. 


James Martin, a well-known newspaper 
man, died at his home, 41 Westcott Street, 
East Orange, N. J., yesterday morning, 
of Bright’s disease, following an illness 
of only a few hours. Born in Dundee, 
Scotland, forty-seven years ago, he came 
to this country when 20 years old, and 
took a place as reporter on The Newark 
Register. 

Later he became legislative correspond- 
ent at Trenton for The New York World, 
a position he held for several years. In 


1895 he was made New Jersey editor of 
The New York Tribune, in 1896 news 
editor, and in 1897 was appointed manag- 
ing editor, a position he held until 1906, 
when he became editor in chief of The 
Newark Star. He remained in this ca- 
pacity a year. ' 

He recentivy published ‘*‘ Jason Jones,”’ 
a book dealing with the life of an Amer- 
ican politician. This was his last work. 
In 1904-05 he was editor and proprietor 
of Truth, a weekly published in Newark. 

When the New Jersey Legislature au- 
thorized the creation of a State Board of 
Arbitration in 1892 Mr. Martin was ap- 
pointed one of its first members by Gov. 
Voorhees and served until it was legis- 
lated out in 1900. He was prominent 
throughout the State as a political writer. 
President Taft appointed r. Martin an 
Exposition Commissioner of the Alaska- 
Yukon Exposition, in which capacity he 
served at Seattle. His wife, who was 
Miss Helen T. B. Welsh of Dundee, Scot- 
land, and seven children survive.

J. Ul. Tait of Toronto defeated George 
V. Bonhag of the Irish-American Athletic 
Club at Madison Square Garden last night 
by twenty-five yards in a special mile 
and a half match race on the programme 
of the annual indoor games of the New 
York Athletic Club.

HELD FOR CORRUPTING JUROR. 


Crocker Will Case Revived by Arrest 
of G. U. Crocker and Two Others. 


BOSTON, March 15.—Former Treasurer 
George U. Crocker was arrested at noon 
to-day on an indictment warrant charging 
him with being an accessory before the 
fact in the corruption of members of the 
jury which nullified his father’s will six 
vears ago. 

John C. Conroy of Roxbury was ar- 
rested on a similar charge, and Charles 
H. Leach of Lynn was helé for being 
an accessory after the fact. 

The Crocker will case, about which 
there has been considerable controversy, 
practically dates from the second mar- 
riage of the late Urie Crocker to his 
stenographer ten years ago.

When the case reached the Supreme 
(‘ourt on the question of undue influence 
on the part of the widow in the making 
of the will. the jury disagreed, but on 
the next trial the will was Droken and the 
property divided. 

Later two of the jurors were indicted for 
accepting bribes, and one of them, Will- 
fam J Hartnett, was convicted and served 

a State prison sentence.

Chester Billings & Sons, 
sorbed by the second oldest, 
ers & Henius of 15, 17, 
Lane, which was established eight years 
later. The Biliings house was started in 
Maiden I.ane in 1840 under the name of 
Randell, Barrimore & Billings. For many 
years it had an established reputation 
for carrying precious stones of exceptional 
Purity, and enjoved the patronage of 
some the wealthiest families of the 
city. 

Just before the business depression of 
107 the firm moved uptown to quarters 
in Fifth Avenue, south of Thirty-fourth 
Street, apposite the Waldorf. In the de- 
pression of trade which followed the crash 
ii was forced to deposit the best portion 
of its stock with the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany, the Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
and the American National Exchange 
Bank as collateral for loans. 

The firm failed iast month, and yester- 
day Bruhl Brothers & Henius bought its 
stock from the trustees in bankrupicy, 
John C. Van Cleaf, Vice Presidentwof the 
National Park Bank: Uzal H. McCarter, 
President of the Fidelity Trust C ‘ompanv 
of Newark, and August Oppenheimer of 
Oppenheimer Brothers & Veilt. The price 
paid for the stock of the Billings house 
could not be learned last night, 
was said that it was so large that a lioui- 
dation of. its assets at a heavy discuunt 
would be immediately necessary. AS soon 
as the govods have been sold off tne store 
will disappear from Fifth Avenue, as the 
premises have been sublet, it is under- 
sicod, to a large drug concern. 


COURT SUGGESTS PARDON. 


Case of a Man Whose Marriage ‘o Girl 
He Betrayed Did Not Avail. 


ALBANY, March 15.—The Court of Ap- 
peais to-day handed down a decision in 
the case of Joseph Scharff of New York, 
who is serving a term in Sing Sing Prison 
and whose case is in the hands of Secre- 
tary of State Koenig. 

In April, 1908, Scharff pleaded guilty 
betrayal under promise of marriage. 
was remanded for sentence, and in the 
followifg month, with the consent of 
Judge James T. Malone, he married the 
complainant and the Judge suspended sen- 
tence. In February, 1908, Judge Malone 
revoked the suspension of sentence and 
sent Scharff to Sing Sing for four years. 

Secretary of State Koenig thereupon !fs- 
sued out a writ of habeas corpus, raising 
the point that when the marriage took 
place the court lost jurisdiction over 
Scharff. This view was not upheld by the 
Special Term. | 

To-day’s decision, while dismissing the 
writ and remanding Scharff, holds that 
Judge Malone had no authority to send 
Scharff to Sing Sing. The court finds. 
however, that Scharff erred in his rem- 
edy, and instead of suing on a writ of 
habeas corpus should have appealed di- 
rectly from the judgment. In view of 
the fact that no appeal. was taken ani 
the time of the appeal must have expired, 
the court recommends that the case is 2 
proper one for executive clemency.

ALDERMEN ADOPT 
FOOD STORAGE LAW 


Ordinance Calls for the Tagging 
of Ail Carcasses and Large 
Pieces of Food. 








MANY FLAWS POINTED OUT

Only “ Receptacles” Need Be Tagged 
for Fish, Game, and Small 
Articles of Food. 





The Aldermen adopted yesterday the 
long-discussed cold storage ordinance 
after a protracted discussion on pariy 
Nnes between the Tammany members 
and the Fusionisis. The vote was 43 
in the affirmative, 13 in the negative, 
and 7, mostly Republicans, not voting. 

The ordinance, which goes into effect 
immediately, somewhat milder than 
the original. It calls for the tagging of 
all carcasses and large pieces of food put 
in cold storage, with the dates of their 
entrance and extraction, but permits the 
siniple stamping of the ‘‘ receptacles” in 
the case of fish, game, and small pieces 
of food. 

When Alderman Dowling, the Tammany 
leader, brought the matter up, Alderman 
Johnson, the leader of the minority, ob- 
jected, declaring that the question was 
one with which the Federal Government 
snould deal, and stating that he under- 
stood Congress was considering it at the 
present time. Alderman Dowling re- 
plied, ihat he believed the city had a right 
to take up the matter if it wished, and 
urged consideration of the ‘ordinance. 
‘We simply want to let the people 
know,’ said he, *“‘ whether they are buy- 
ing turkeys 4 years old or 44 years old, 
and to differentiate between eggs that 
are 3 days old and 3 years old. If 
we take this matter up now it will spread 
all over the country, and every city in 
the United States will follow’ our ex- 
ample.’’ 

Alderman Johnson replied that he 
aoubted very much if the ordinance would 

effective, and Alderman Schloss, a 
Republican, ‘who is a west side buicher, 
came to his assistance.
